A v ast difference between 
Americanizing the Philippines and m a k ­ 
ing a co lo ny o f Cuba is to be no ted. 
One 
is already American in its g eo g raphical 
and co mmercial relatio ns and its po litical 
aspiratio ns, while the o th« 'r is distinctiv ely 
Asiatic. It wo uld bo who lly co nsistent fo r 
the United .States to acquire Cuba, so far 
as o ur natio nal po licy and o ur true place 
amo ng the family o f natio ns are co ncern­ 
ed just as it wo uld be a g reut strain to at­ 
tempt retentio n o f the Philippines. 
The 
pro per sphere o f actio n fo r the United 
states 
is in the western hemisphere— 
America fo r the Americans. 
In the o pin­ 
io n o f most public men here, it would bo 
a g reat m is take for this country to mix in 
th« peculiar po lities of tiie far east, and. 
I 
am told on g ood authority, President Mc­ 
Kinley has definitely 
decided we will g ive

and destroy bis peace of m ind lie « s jus t i­ 
fied in offering interference, but 
one 
hears of a similar case l.dOO miles away 
one can scarcely bo expected to g et upon 
the cars and travel thither for the purpose 
of securing justice. 
Spain Will Sue Fo r Peace. 
In hig h official circles here the belief 
pro\ails that within 30 days Spain will 
sue for peace, not directly, Lut throug h 
the convenient intermediary of the E uro ­ 
pean powers. The United .States will have 
110 objection to such mediation, as has 
been already pointed out 
in these dis­ 
patches, upon the condition th a t wo are to 
carry our point and secure the freedom of 
Cuba. 
When peace neg otiations aerially beg in 
—and it is believed they are not far off— 
the United States will do all in its power 
to m a k e it easy for Spain to sacrifice Cuba. 
It is just here the importance of bhe P h il­ 
ippines as a factor in the international 
situation arises. 
It is the intention of 
President MeKinli y. in so far as he can 
control the situation, to nermit Semin to 
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retain the Philippines if she will only g ive 
up Cuba w ith o ut further resistance 
I n­ 
deed it is not improbable some such s ug ­ 
g estion as this has already been conveyed 
to the g overnm e nt at Madrid throug h the 
ag L'iicy of neutral diplomats. 
The Madrid 
g overnm ent will doubtless be eag er to seize 
upon this method of term inating the war 
as soon as it is able, if it ever is, to h« jld 
in check the revolutionary forces in Spain 
itself. The point is that perhaps retention 
of the Philippines m ay operate as a salve 
to the w ounds of pride inflicted by the 
loss of Cuba and thus place in the hands 
of the Spanish authorities the very means 
they need for controlling the situation at 
home 
S itu a tio n M ay C h a n g e. 
It is at the same tim e pointed out by 
mem bers of the adm inistration who are 
aware of this phase of the president’s pol­ 
icy th a t the pr« jg reos of 
the war may 
chang e the situation materially. 
For in 
stance, if o ur losses should bo very heavy 
or if the Spanish fleets were to inflict seri­ 
ous dam ag e upon American citios, the 
leniency involved in the proposed surren 
der of the Philippines m ig h t bocome i m ­ 
possible. 
If Spain pursues the w ar with 
enoug h vig or and t'ffectiveness to rouse 
the true fig hting spirit of the people of the 
United States, to produce a desire for re­ 
veng e thro ug h severe chastisement of the 
Spanish nation, such g enerosity will bo 
out of the q uestion. 
For some tim e it has 
been believed here not only by leading 
officials of 
the adm inistration, b ut by 
members of the diplomatic corps as well, 
that S ag as ta and his confreres at Madrid 
have had these facts in m ind and have 
from the 11 rst desired to pursue a passive 
policy as a forerunner of a peaceful settle­ 
ment 
If they have actually decided upon 
war in earnest, as recent dispatches indi­ 
cate, they have doubtless done so in re­ 
sponse to public opinion in Spain. 
Whatever the future may have in store 
i« ir the Philippines there is 110 doubt those 
islands should be froe of SnnnDh rule.

Inasm uch as such service m e ant personal 
deg radation anil discomfort— mere slavery

T his was precisely w h a t the S p a n­ 
iards wanted, and the ransom was made 
according to the wealth of the victim.

The tro o ps have no w g o ne as far

To day we giv e so me further 
ex tracts fro m a recent ietterto his sis­ 
ter in this city , which we are kindly 
permitted to co py fo r the perusal o f o ur 
readers. 
It is in the same humo ro us 
v ein and reminds us so mewhat o f the 
rural ex periences o f Charles Dudley 
W arner in nis delicio usly fragrant lit­ 
tle wo rk, “ My Summer in a Garden.’" 
.Mr. Hampto n say s: 
I am pretty busy mo st o f the time. 
I presume y o u will see by ray penman­ 
ship that ray hand is no t quite as flex i­ 
ble as it o nce was. 
It is particularly 
o ff to night fo r I am just thro ugh put­ 
ting pans aro und so me 300 trees, pre­ 
parato ry 
to 
Irrigating 
to mo rro w. 
T hat is the mo st we do no waday s--get 
ready to irrigate, then irrigate, then 
get o v er irrigating, then get ready to 
irrigate again. 
I am hav ing a great time farming o n 
a small scale: that is. I o nly hav e ten 
acres; but 1 do farming o n a v ery large 
scale fo r so small a territo ry . 
The 
way o f it is this: 
I go to wo rk and put 
in a cro p o f so me kind and then sit 
do wn and figure up what the pro ceeds 
will be. 
I go o n and put in so mething 
else, and wait a reaso nable length o f 
time fo r the first cro p to materialize; 
in due co urse o f time find o ut-thatit's a 
failure; just plo w it up and put in a new' 
cro p o f so me o ther kind. 
So y o u see 
ho w easy it is to do a lo t o f farming o n 
a small tract o f land. 
I hav e had 
much tro uble with so me co ntrary v ege­ 
tables. 
Fo r instance: ray beans all 
carae up wro ng end first. I wen t o ut 
to turn them o v er and hav e the beans 
stay in the gro und like any o ther sensi­ 
ble v egetable, 
Had the jo b well co in- 
menced when the o ther jiartner'in the 
business put in an appearance and in­ 
quired what [ was abo ut. 
! underto o k 
to ex plain the delusio n the beans were 
labo ring under, but was immediately 
to ld th at what IJdid no t kno w abo ut 
farming wo uld fill a large v o lume and 
th at ray time wo uld be much mo re 
pro fitably spent in picking a mess o f 
peas fo r dinner, as in all well regu­ 
lated gardens the beans made their ap­ 
pearance o n to p o f the stalk when they 
first came o ut o f the gro und. 
My po - 
tatOfS seemed to act v ery queer. 
I 
planted them all right, and they greur 
iiue; but a few day s ago they began to 
sicken and die. I co uld no t to ll waeth- 
er it was the San Jo se Scale o r the 
chicken-po x . 
1 tho ught I wo uld dig 
do wn and see, as I co uld find no thing 
o n to p o f gro und; and what do y o u sup­ 
po se was the matter';' Do n't tell any ­ 
o ne; it might hurt my reputatio n as a 
farmer. 
The blamed po tato es were 
ripe ! No w who ev er heard o f po tato es 
getting ripe in April? Well, that isn’t 
all. 
I ’v e o ther tro ubles o f my o wn. 
I 
planted musk mêlio ns. Seed was bad 
and I replanted. 
We had a co ld, wet 
spell. 
The seed ro tted and 1 planted 
again. 
Up they came and the wo rms 
go t in their wo rk and I replanted. 
Then it warmed up nicely ; they made 
a go o d sho wing, when two kinds o f 
bugs put in an appearance. 
One was a 
beautiful lady bug with a Sco tch plaid 
shirtwaist and mix ed green and y ello w 
skirt, high heeled tanned sho es and a 
Tam O ’Shanter hat. They ate the big 
leav es. 
The o ther bug was a ilea; 1 
think first co usin to the Santa Mo nica 
flea; and they ate all the small leav es; 
and, to ex press my self mildly , I re­ 
planted 
and 
repeated—Flannigan’s 
wreck: 
“Gif again, o n again, go ne 
again.” 
I hav e much adv ice to co n­ 
tend with fro m the “Old Resident.” It 
fairly at times driv es me to drink. 
I decided to plant co rn. 
There are 
three kinds in general use here—Egy p­ 
tian, Kaffer and Yankee. 
I cho se all 
three. 
One “ Old Resident” to ld me to 
jdant shallo w. 
Ano ther, equally reli­ 
able, as the climate go es, said plant 
deep if y o u want the best results. 
So 
like my cho ice o f co rn, I fo llo wed the 
adv ice o f bo th. 
The shalJo w planted 
dried up in the ho t sun; the deep plant­ 
ed ro tted in the gro und, and there y o u 
are. 
There is o ne co nso latio n: 1 can 
plant any thing any time, and if my 
day s are lo ng eno ugh in the land I will 
succceed in raising -o mething o f a cro p. 
Hav e a few things planted no w: 
Kaffer co rn, Yankee co rn, sweet co rn, 
po pco rn, so rgum co rn, Egy ptian co rn, 
wax beans, lima beans, lo w beans and 
beets, lettuce, o nio ns, water mêlio ns, 
musk mêlio ns, squash, pumpkins, to ­ 
mato es, two kinds o f po tato es, peanuts, 
strawberries, blackberries, lo gan-ber- 
ries, dewberries. 
No w if the Spanish 
Armada will leav e this co ast clear and 
the bugs find ano ther field o f actio n I 
will beco me quiet a farmer.
